These two programs, in my opinion, are among the finest and most 
imaginative to come out of radio. Oddly enough, they began after 
radio had begun to lose favor and listeners to an infant called 
television. Dimension X debuted on April 8, 1950, It lasted about 
14% years, then in 1955 NBC revived the idea with some of the stories, 
but a different production of them. It lasted about 2 years, which 
in terms of some shows was rather short, but inspired by a large 
following. 

Many well-known writers had stories which were dramatized on this 
program; among them were Ray Bradbury, Robert Heinlein, Isaac Asimov, 
Clifford Simak, Murray Leinster, Robert Sheckley, and H, L. Gold, 
Ernest Kinoy and George Lefferts did most of the radio adaptations 
of these stories. Some stars which appeared frequently are Robert 
Hastings, Donald Buka, and Joseph Julian. 

The period which spawned these shows was really a scientific 
renaissance, Just after world war, in which nuclear weapons played 
@ major decisive role, atomic power was in everyone's mind and on 
everyone's lips. A large portion of the stories dealt with a third 
world war, in which nuclear weapons were solely used. Many involved 
space travel, which was just becoming a reality, and encounters with 
alien races. A fair portion concerned invasions by extraterrestrial 
beings; these were undoubtedly inspired in part by flying saucers 
which pilot Kenneth Arnold sighted in 1947, and which continued to 
appear from time to time. 

But these stories showed more than the usual amount of imagin-— 
ation. The radio proved a perfect vehicle for the stories— since 
they were purely flights of imagination, what better way to drama-— 
tize them than through a medium which relied only on the imagin- 
ation, THE RADIO! 

At "the same time, some of the stories were also illustrated in a 
series of comic books called EC comics. Some in this series were 
WEIRD FANTASY and WEIRD SCIENCE. The stories that appeared in both 
places were written by Ray Bradbury, and came across quite well in 

ie both mediums, 
i One of the best—produced programs of Dimension X was "The Martian 
w Chronicles" written by Ray Bradbury from his novel, The most diffi- 
¢ cult thing about this story is that it is quite complex, with a lot 
a of separate pieces making up the whole. Boiling the most important 
’ events down to a single half hour program took quite some doing, but 
— it comes off well. In fact some of the more important elements of 

the novel were dramatized separately on other programs in this series 
Most of the stories dramatized had been originally published in 
- ASTOUNDING SCIENCE FICTION.

THE BIG BROADCAST by Frank Buxton and Bill Owen. The Caption below 
the title on the dust jacket reads "The Complete Reference Work," 
and that's exactly what this is. The work must have been back~break-— 
ing for this book spans Radio's 30 years, from 1920-1950. 

Program by program, authors Buxton and Owen have chronicled the 
things which gave the period the nickname "The Golden Age of Radio." 
The entry for "One Man's Family" is especially impressive; all the 
Characters are listed, categorically: the parents; the children; the 
children's spouses; the grandchildren; the grandchildren's spouses; 
etc. This was the longest-running serial on the air, 27 years, 

Listed too are the best-remembered features of each program, Under 
"Little Orphan Annie," for example, reproduced in all their glory, 
are three stanzas of the theme: 

Who's that little 
chatterbox 

With the pretty 
auburn locks 

Whom do you see 

It's Little Orphan 
Annie 

Sandwiched between the two halves of the book are 32 pages of 
pictures of the stars of radio. Charlie McCarthy, Weber and Fields, 
Al Jolson, and even a very early shot of Ed Sullivan. 

As a test of your imagination, form a mental picture of someone 
you remember, such as The Shadow (played by Bret Morrison) based on 
the way his voice sounded to you at the time. Then look at his 
picture---you'll be surprised! 

This book is suprisingly thorough, as well as entertaining. Seek- 
ing to outwit it, I looked up a very elusive show that I had heard 
mentioned once, and new nothing about it. 

The show was "Latitude Zero," and not only was it there, I found 
listed the following: stars, supporting actors, description of the 
nature of the show, and some of the characters that appeared from 
time to time. 

From a technical viewpoint, the book is flawless. The bibliography 
is well-detailed and complete. The nature of the subject indicates 
that a large amount of detective work, in addition to straight book 
references, must have been employed. The final result is a reference 
volume which compares favorably with everything in its class. 

This is actually the second version of this book. The first, "Rad- 
io's Golden Age," published in 1966. 

Anyone who remembers the phenomenon that was radio will really 
enjoy this nostalgic backward glance. - By: Joel Bellman.
